8. O. 1383.—Whereas the election of Shri Manaklal as a Member of the House 
of the People from the M&ndsaur constituency, has been called in question by an 
election petition duly presented under Part VI of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) by Shri TJmashanker Muljibhai Trivedi of 11 
Neemuch Cantonment Madhya Pradesh; 

And whereas, the Election Tribunal constituted by the Election Commission 
by its notification No. 82/02/57 dated the 7th July, 1957, with Shri M. K. Kaul, 
District and Sessions Judge, Ratlam, as Member for the trial of the said petition, 
dismissed the petition by its order, dated the 15th January, 1958. 

And whereas, the High Court of Madhya Pradesh, at Jabalpur, on the appeal
